On July 24, 1961, and July 25, 1961, NK T-l and 
NK T-2, respectively, who have both furnished reliable infor¬ 
mation in the past, advised that a meeting of the July 26th 
Movement was held at Hoboken, New Jersey, on Sunday, July 23, 
1961, This meeting was to celebrate the anniversary of the 
attack on the Moncada Barracks in Oriente Province, Cuba, by 
Fidel Castro and his followers on July 26, 1953, The meet¬ 
ing was held in a Puerto Rican club called The Club House; Hudson 
Street, Hoboken, New Jersey. 

The July 26th Movement is a revolutionary organiza¬ 
tion formed and led by Fidel Castro, who is now Prime Minister 
of Cuba. 


NK T-l estimated the number in attendance at 
approximately 150 and NK T-2 estimated approximately 200 per¬ 
sons were present. 


Both NK T-l and NK T-2 advised that speakers at 
this meeting included leaders of the July 26th Movement at 
Hoboken, New Jersey, and Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, and also 
representatives of the Fair Play f or Cuba Committee (FPCCJ.

English is taught in 
schools and the American flag waves over their soil. She 
said that America has to realize that Panama is not a state 
of the United States and cannot be treated so. 



NK T-2 furnished the following information con¬ 
cerning the speech by Thelma King: 

King said that she did not expect to be there be¬ 
cause this was only her second day in the U. S. as she had 
just come from Panama. She advised that she was surprised 
to be invited, but was glad to be there. The fight of the 
Cuban people is the fight of decent people of Latin America 
and the fight of people of Panama too. The Panamanian people 
feel exactly as the Cuban people because some day they will 
have the same fight. They too are fighting for freedom in 
Panama. They are also fighting against discrimination in 
Panama. 

What the U. S. is doing in Panama is unconstitu¬ 
tional because the U. S. keeps a governor in the Canal Zone.

King said that she wants the FPCC to tell the truth 
also about what is happening in Panama.

After the meeting. King left for Philadelphia with 
approximately seven people, most of whom were Americans who 
were members of the FPCC.

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FAIR PLAY FOR CUBA COMMITTEE (FPCC) 

The April 6, I960, edition of "The New York Times" 
newspaper contains a full page advertisement captioned, "What 
is Really Happening in Cuba,^* placed hy the FPCC This 
advertisement announced the formation of the FPCC in New York 
City, listed various sponsors of the Committee and declared 
the FPCC intended to promulgate "the truth about revolutionary 
Cuba" to neutralize the distorted American press on Cuban 
affairs. 



"The New York Times" edition of January 11, 1961, 
reported that at a hearing conducted before the United States 
Senate Internal Security Subcommittee on January 10, 1961, 

Dr CHARLES A. SANTOS-BUCH identified himself .as one of the 
organizers of the FPCC. Also, Dr. SANTOS-BUCH identified 
ROBERT TABER as a co-organizer of the FPCC and said TABER 
drafted the aforementioned FPCC advertisement. Dr. SANTOS-BUCH 
further testified that he and TABER obtained $3,500 from the 
Cuban Government through the son of Cuba's Foreign Minister, 
which funds, along with about $1,100 collected from supporters 
of the FPCC, paid for the cost of aforementioned advertisement 
In "The New York Times" 

On October 3, 1960, a source advised that the SOCIALIST 
WORKERS PARTY (SWP) in New York had become active in the FPCC, 
and that SWP membeis, in a recent FPCC election, had been able 
to remove several COMMUNIST PARTY members who were on the 
.Executive Board of the FPCC and gain control of the organization. 
This source asserted that the SWP members believed that they 
had achieved a great influence in the course of the Cuban 
revolution through their control of the FPCC, 

On February 10, 1961, a second source advised that 
PHIL BART, National Organizational Secretary and member of the 
National Committee, CP, USA, had reportedly stated recently 
that the FPCC had been captured by the Trotskyites, but that 
the CP had not given up in the FPCC.
